I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1954.  The  delay  is  unfortunately  due 
to  my  period  off  duty  at  the  time  I  would  normally  have  been 
producing  it. 


The  report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  28/54.  As  in  previous  years,  with  the  kind 
co-operation  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  I  am  able  to 
include  for  your  information  a  section  dealing  with  the 
personal  health  services  carried  out  within  the  District  and 
administered  by  the  County  Council. 

The  various  tables  indicate  that  the  health  of  the 
population  was  generally  good  although  an  outbreak  of  whooping 
cough  occurred  in  conjunction  with  those  in  neighbouring 
Districts. 

Once  again  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  case  of 
diphtheria  was  notified.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  stat- 
at  the  time  of  writing  arrangements  are  being  made  by  the 
County  Council  to  commence  combined  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  injections  on  1st  October.  This  will  I  hope  give  relief 
to  many  children  from  the  distressing  symptoms  of  whooping 
cough  and  as  mothers  still  know  from  experience  of  this  disease 
it  should  bring  forward  greater  numbers  of  babies  for 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  no w  unknown  by  younger  mothers. 


Piped  water  is  now  available  in  each  parish  and  quite 
a  number  of  conversions  to  water  closets  are  being  carried  out. 
This,  together  with  the  increased  quantity  of  water  automatically 
used  with  it  coming  from  a  tap,  is  drawing  attention  to  the 
need  for  more  adequate  means  of  dealing  with  drainage. 


I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  support  during  the  year  and  my  thanks  to  the 
other  officials  for  their  help  and  co-operation.
